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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-7, 1 1-15, 32 and 35 have been amended. Claims 17-31 have been cancelled though out 
prosecution. Currently claims 1-16 and 32-35 are under Examination, The Examiner has re- 
numbered the said claims as claims 1-19. 

Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants claim: 

• In claims 1-10, a series of enantiomers as described in the said claims; 

• In claims 11-16, compositions comprising the instant claimed compounds and 

• In claims 17-19, as renumbered method of treating particular diseases comprising the 
instant claimed compounds. 

No prior art disclosing or suggesting the instant invention was found. The closest art was found 
in: 

• Morris-Sherwood et al, US patent 4548726 (1 985) or 

• Dudzinski et al, US patent 3991208 (1976) or 

e Tien et al, JACS, 1955, vol. 77 pages 6696-6698. 

Morris-Sherwood discloses 2-methylheptyl aminopropionic acid as an amphoteric surfactant, see 
column 1, lines 29-35. Morris-Sherwood also discloses compositions comprising the said 
derivatives, see column 1, lines 40-67 and column II, lines 1-26 and examples given. 
Similarly, Dudzinski discloses a series of amphoteric surface-active substance, which are 
derivatives of propionic acid having an amine derivative ant the third position of the said acid or 
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its corresponding salt, see for instance, column 1, lines 18-34. Dudzinski also discloses 
compositions comprising the said compounds, see for instance column 3, lines 5-13 and 
examples, on the other hand, Tien discloses the preparation of the hydrochlorides of glycine N- 
hexyl, see page 6697. 

The cited references however do not disclose or suggest compounds and/ or particular 
enantiomers embraced in the instant claims its compositions or method of using the same.
